Hke her ſelf, ſhe never hoiſted too much 
Sail, when the gales of Fortune blew fa. 
yorably : nor, when adverſe and tem- 
peſtudus, did ſhe ever timorouſly ſtrike 
or deſpair, Death, on Which ſhe accu- 
ſtom'd her ſelf to meditate daily in the 
. Courſe of fo many years, the immortal 
SoPRHIA neither deſir'd nor fear'd, whol- 
ly refigning her felf to the diſpoſal of Di- 
Line Providente. Tis true, the King of 
Terrors endeavour'd to ſurprize het'by 
treachery as ſhe walk'd in her gardens, 
but in vain: for whether ſtanding up or 
lying down, whether walking or fitting | 
ſtill, ſhe ever expected Death with a 
countenance as intrepid as her mind; 
and being thus ſerenely prepar'd to re- 
ceive him, her Underftanding Was too 
much irradiated by Philoſophy, to repine 
at any thing that to human Nature is 
incident or unavoidable. In one thing 
moſt happy! that, perfectly freed from 
thoſe languiſhing pains and torments, 
which are the neceſſary effects of a lin- 
gring Diſeaſe, ſhe ſeem'd rather to take 
-* a ſudden flight to the celeſtial manſion of 
- blefſed Souls, than to have anſwer'd the 
-unwelcome ſummons of Death: and tis 
for this reaſon, that our ſpotleſs SorHia 
might be faid, to have been the laft of 
_ 1 8 heavenly 
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heavenly beings * ee our eatth, 
more truely than the fictitious As TR EA 
of the ancient Poets. Nor are we to. 
doubt, but Heaven and the heavenly 
Powers have claim'd to themſelves that 

Crown, Which was deſign'd for this 
great Princeſs on earth; as belonging to 
a Goddeſs come 'down from them, and 
whoſe. divine preſence mortal Men 
ſeem'd no longer worthy to enjoy. 
Whatever elſe belongs to her Life and 
Actions, or had any relation to render 
her Glory everlaſting, the monuments of 
Hiſtory will in ſuch a manner convey to 
lateſt Poſterity, that all the World may 
underſtand, ſhe was 80 pHIA no leſs in 
Effect than in Name. She was born at 
the Hague on the 13th Day of October, in 
the Lear 1630; and departed this Life at 
the Country Palace of Herrenhauſen, on 
the 8th of June, in the Year 1714, in the 
84th Year of her Age. With reſpe& to 
this number of Years ſhe liv'd a great 
while, and longer than any Prince of her 
time:; but if you conſider the public Sor- 
row and the Wiſhes of the World, her 
Life was extremely ſhort. Bewail, Read- 
er, and admire her. Of ſuch Stars ſcarce 
one qppears in many Centuries.
